Tbls i« a practice, on the propriely 
of which there are, doubiles?, different opinions in the minds of 
those who really wish the cause of Christ lo prosj)er. That 
some, |)frha;js many, of the books, given away to passing 
s'rangtTs, sliouid exde liule or no ailenrion, is lo f)e expected : 
but is it reasonablf, on ihat account, to dei)rive those who 
iire inclined to read them aiteniively of ihrt ops)orluni:y of do- 
sniT so? N.iy, sinre the r.robabi'.ity, in jiiving away a number 
<;f hook*, i<, ti.at soriie rersoris wjio receive lliem, may by that 
means be made wise unto eternal sajvaiior, is ii not, rather, in- 
cumbent on ail, who Slave it in itfir power, to disseminate book* 
of religious instruction to ti-e utmost ex'.enl t)f llieir. ability. For 
if but one soul has been Siived in conse(]uenie of the books 
which have been distribu'ed at all the various Missionary sta- 
tions since their c<niwnencement, tiie exertions made, and the 
money exiiend;?;', have been am:;ly remunerattd. Besides we 
find thSt God does not exdurir any poriion of the human race 
from a participation of t;e blessii.gs of his i-rovidence, altliough 
tliere are numbers wim pervert them to the worst of fjurf)oses: 
on wliar pritjcinie ti.en c:;n we estiibiish a system in the dis- 
semination of liie wurc! of life, wlsiLh the Divine Being has not 
tbou;jht proper to adopt in bestowir.fcr the brecid that perisheih. 
Many reasons migiit he adduced, from the Character of the 
Ch.inese, to show that b<!oks are likely to meet with a favourable 
reception amongst tiiein ; liut it is more gratifying to be able 
to stale, that, during the past jear, there have been many 
pleasing instances of Chinese coming and asking for the New 
Testament, and for particular Tracts : — indeed a greater number 
of i.')oks has been distributed in this way than in any other. Does 
not this afford evidence of their taking some degree of interest in 
the subjects on which ihcy read ; and, without laying too much 
stress upon the circumstance, may we not view it as a presage 
of better days? For we know who has said, "my word shall 
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not return unto me void, but it sKaM accomplish that which ! 
please, and it shall prosper in the tliing whereto I sent it." VVc 
have occasioniilly visiter the plantatlsMis in the nei-hbourhooti 
of Malacca for the purpose ot tiisiribulinsj tracts &c.

AUhuut^fi the benefits accruinc 
from the prc^perty thus conaecrated to liie service of Religion, 
and of Science, uyav not ianiienia^ely appear; siiU, encourage- 
ment ouprht to be taken frf-iu the circun'istatice that some of 
tlie noblest In^tit-utioiiS of liie- presetu day are indebted, for the, 
origii^ of iheir iii.ip.iriirable career of usefuiiies?, to tise benevo- 
lence of a few indi\ idiiiiiS wi:o commenced tijfir exertions on 
a very snuiil scale, and pernaMS with no very sanguine expecta- 
tions of succes'?. No ne'.v In.siitaiion, ri^^es iiito importance 
until it has made its vv;-,y tiirough tiie obstacles wtuch pre- 
judice and. itrriorftnce ilirow around u j, and iiiese ' are often 
jiroportioned to the rn-iguitude and utility of its design.
